A Physicians Account of Madame de 
Beacl. 

Two years still remainod to me before 
reaching the age required by the College of 
Physicians. The earlier part of this time I 
passed in London, pursuing medical studies 
While also enjoying a very desirable sovic Yh 
to which the repute of ‘having travelled in 
Tecland and Greoco mainly contributed. Tt 
was at this time that the intimacy, ripening 
afterwards into friendship, was formed wit! 
Lord Lansdowne, Lord Aberdeen, and Lord 
Folland, which continued unbroken to the 
death of thesa three eminent men. The 

. tables at Lansdowne, House and Holland 
House then, as they long continued to be,- an 
introduction to all that was most remarkable 
in London society. At these dinners ii was 
my good fortune to be a frequent’ guest, 
During this period also T saw mach of Lord 
Byron, then in the fullnesy of his fame; of 

corner, Mackintosh, Sir Samuel’ Romilly, 
Ward (Lord Dudley), Rogers, Sir Humphry 
Davy, the Misses Berry, and another very 
conspicuous lidy, to whom the London ‘world 
paid large, homage in the winter of 1814, 
‘This was Madame de Stacl,a worman suff 
ciently remarkable in her own qualities, intel- 
lectual and social ; invested at this time with 
the fame of political exile, and bringing 
with hor various fashions—reminiscences to 
a fow, novelties to the many— of that ‘con- 
tinental life from which Englishmen had go 
long been separated. I firat met her at a 
great dinner at BridgewaterHouse ; whence 
the party adjourned in” the evening to tha 
opening of the British Gallery, of which our 
host, the Marquis of Stafford, waa then pre- 
sident, ‘The accident of her ‘taking my arm 
uring our stay iv the crowded gallery mado 
me a witness of the curious eagermess to see 
‘and hear her which prevailed at the time. 
I: also brought we immediately several in- 
vitations to meet her in society, ftom persons 
whom I had not known before. These things 
are characteristic, it must ba owned, of what 
Tay be called-foibles, aswell ‘av “fenturasc oF] 
London life. Time has done little sinee to 
alter them. I saw much afterwards * of 
Madawae de Stael at hér own house in ‘Argyll- 
stroct, in thowe literary and political circles 
which sho gathered tound her, and where 
sho declaimed or argued with all who could 
meet her with her own weapons and if her 
own language. Sir J. Mackintosh wi tho 
most frequentand expert of these inteNectual

One‘of the 
latest occasions of my meeting Madame de 
Stael was at a dinner at Sir Samuel Romil- 
ly’s; well marked in my memory by the 
‘intelligeneo being reveived, While wo were 
yet at table, of the entry of the Allied 
‘Armies into Paris, Hor emotion was groat, 
and ardently’ expressed, though leaving ‘it 
somewhat doubtful whether pleasure or pain
